AVASHIXCTON, April 13.—At 9 o'clock 
this inormng fire was discovered in the 
engine room, adjoining the stock room 
and press room, of the Evening Star 
office and although the alarm was 
promptly given and the entire depart- 
ment responded immediately, the fire 
spread rapidly toward the interior of 
the third and fourth floors. At this 
hour the second, third and fourth 
floors are gutted and the press room 
badly 
damaged. 
The magnificent 
Potter 
press 
is thought 
to be 
completely 
ruined, and the two 
Hoe presses are damaged to some 
extent. 
The sterotyping 
room is 
in ruins, but the machinery is prob- 
ably not seriously injured. The fire is 
still burning furiously in the interior 
of the closely built block and seems to 
be working to the rear of Gait's 
jewelry store. 
The entire fire depart- 
ment is at work, but as there is no way 
of access to the interior of the block, 
except through or over the high build- 
ings composing it, the firemen are 
seriously handicapped in their work. 
The National Tribune has offered the 
Star the use of its facilities and the 
paper will appear this forenoon, but 
probably in a reduce i form-. No esti- 
mate of the losses or insurance can yet 
be obtained. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kas., April 13.—Henry 
Ettenson's gresit mercantile house here 
was almost totally burned to the ground 
by fire last night. 
The building and 
contents were valued at $200,000, with a 
total insurance of less than half that 
amount. 
The building was a handsome 
three-story brick, almost new, with man- 
gard roof, and was filled with a stock of 
clothing and dry goods. 
The conflagra- 
tion waa the most disastrous encoun- 
tered here in many years. 
At 1 o'clock 
this'morning the south wall fell into 
the street, and several firemen escaped 
being killed. 


"SAN 
FRAKCISCO, 
April 
13.—The 
steamer Ghina arrived after midnight, 
bringing Oriental advices up to March 
30. Particulars of the fire at Ham- 
amatsu state that it originated in a 
theatre at 2 a. m. A strong wind was 
blowing. 
Two hundred and fifty build- 
ings, including several large buildings, 
two well known inns, two banks, the 
postoffice, etc., were burned. 
Several 
lices were lost. 


JKBSET CITY, N . J . , April 1 3 . — A fire 
occurred shortly after 1 o'clock this 
morning in the city hall, while a great 
crowd still waited about the building to 
hear the result of the charter election. 
The firemen, when they arrived, found 
the flames burning fiercely in the second 
story, but they soon had the fire extin- 
guished. 
Great excitement prevailed 
among the large number of persons who 
witnessed the fire, and many of them, 
on account of the defeat by the repub- 
licans of the so-called ring, expressed 
the opinion that the fire had its origin 
in Bome dire political plot. 
Certain it 
is that the fire was of a very mysterious 
character, as there was nothing inflama- 
ble or likely to cause flames in the office 
where it originated. 


EDINBUBG, Ind., April 
1 2 . — A t 
mid- 
night last night a terrible destructive 
fire was raging. 
At that hour the fol- 
lowing establishments were consumed: 
S. S. Dry bread, furniture; W. H. Par- 
rish, livery stable: G. W. Morgan, fur- 
niture factory, and a butcher shop. A 
bank and many residences were in im- 
mediate danger, and the town is abso- 
lutely without fire protection. The 
loss will be heavy. 


SCEANTON, Pa., April 
1 3 . — T h e Press 
and Corning mills of the Moosaic Pow- 
der company were blown up about 11 
o'clock this morning, killing several 
men and injuring a number of others. 
John Gibbons, George Carrey, Edward 
Varderberg and James Coolbaugh were 
killed and probably two others. The 
wrecked buildings caught fire and were 
destroyed. 
The citizens 
had great 
difficulty in saving adjoining buildings. 
Great excitement prevails in the vil- 
lage, which is seven miles from here. 


JACKSON, Miss., April 1 3 . — T h e water 
in the Tombigbee river is now falling. 
The number of drowned has reached 
125. When the waters subside entire- 
ly it is thought other bodies will be 
discovered. 
It will be several days yet 
before the river gets inside its banks. 
In many places it wa.s upwards of ten 
miles wide. 
Mounds that have never 
before been overflowed were under six 
and eight feet of water. 
Houses in 
numbers were swept away. 
The water 
is falling in the Big Black river. All 
the work put on crops will be lost. In 
the overflowed di.strict.s many farmers 


had alnio.st finished pliintinfi both corn 
and cotton. 


WixNii-KQ, Man., April I.S.—The Red 
and Assinbone rivers here arc just 
about bursting over their confines. The 
water last night was only thirteen feet 
below the highest point of the business 
center of the city and much uneasiness 
is felt by merchants 
and property 
owners. 
The ice is still solid and if the 
jam occurs, when it breaks up, there is 
sure to be a big flood. Parts of the 
Northern Pacific Transfer raih'oad are 
now under water and five big bridges 
are in imminent danger of being swept 
away. 
Goods are being removed from 
warehouses on tlic river front. The 
basements of the Northern 
Pacific 
hotel and other buildings are flooded. 


DYNAMITERApESTED. 


A SnNpic.'oiis German Heltl on a Cirnve 
Charj^e—Bombs Fonnil in Hi»t 
Possc$ision. 


IKOIAXAPOLI.S, April 14.—Several days 
ago a peculiar looking German, a stran- 
ger in the city, was observed loitering 
in the wholesale district and around 
the public buildings and the detectives 
placed him under surveillance. He 
was traced to his room, where it was 
discovered 
that he frequently re 
ceived calls from mysterious persons. 
Last night he was arrested. In his room 
was found a quantity of dynamite and 
fuses and several caps similar to those 
used by Lingg, the anarchist, when he 
committed suicide. The stranger regis- 
tered as Joseph A. Schadler. He first 
claimed to be from Chicago and after- 
ward said he was in business in East 
St. Louis until he was robbed of $28,000 
by employes. 
The authorities here 
ordered his detention for further ex- 
amination.

The President of the I.ittle Repnblic 
of Venezuela. 


The little republic of Venezuela is 
the scene of what appears to be a for- 
midable rebellion against the authority 
of President Palacio, of whom we pre- 
sent a portrait. 
General Crespo leads 


the military side of the revolt, to sup- 
port which naval operations have been 
undertaken successfully. 
The pre- 
sumption is made that Antonio Guz- 
man Blanco, who for eighteen years 
was virtually dictator, is at the back of 
the rebellion, in the hope of regaining 
power. 
He is a powerful man and re- 
puted enormously wealthy. 
Palacio, 
who professes to believe that the re- 
bellion will be put down easily, is the 
second of the presidents who have suc- 
ceeded Blanco. 
It will be remember- 
ed that recently President Harrison re- 
imposed duties on Venezuelan cofl^ee 
and sugar, because of Venezuela's re- 
fusal to enter into reciprocal commer- 
cial relations with the United States. 
Senor Bolet Paraza represents the little 
repnblic at Washington.

Pierce Crotty, of New York, has lived 
that city more than seventy-five 
years. 
He was born in Ardmore, Ire- 
land, in 1784 He is withered and 
feeble, of course, but has good eyesight, 
fair hearing, a healthy appetite and 
sound teeth to ^issist his gratification, 
considerable conversational ability and 
the disposition to enjoy a good laugh 
with his friends. 
The pity is, however, 
that his memory is failing, and there is 
not much opportunity remaining in 
which to invite his recollections of a 
long-ago past. 
He had twenty-six 
brothers and sisters. 
In 1815 he came 
to America, but not until 1828 did he 
use the privilege of casting a vote for 
president. 
His preference was for An- 
drew Jackson, of glorious memory. He 
was forty-three years in the employ- 
ment of the gas company by whose 
kindness his long protracted decline is 
made comfortable. 
Temperance people 
will be glad to learn that this more 
than centenarian has never taken strong 
drink as a beverage nor used tobacco 
in any form. 
He was about sixty-five 
years old when he married the only 
wife of his long pilgrimage. 
She died 
after twenty-eight years of mateship 
with him. 
Great interest attaches to 
the simple life story of a man who was 
born before the constitution of the 
United States was ratified.

The New York l.eglslatnrc Pass a Bill 
Giving; the Fair Sex the Rieht 
of SufTrase. 


ALBAXY, N . Y., April 15.—In the 
assembly this morning Mr. Yetman' 
bill to give woman the right to vote 
for all state officers came up and was 
briefly supported by Mr. Yetman, Mr 
Husted and Mr. 
Sulzer.

polcher moved to strike out the enact- 
ing clause. 
This was fost by a vote of 
twenty-four to sixty-nine. 
There was a 
good deal of merriment over the bill 
and not much serious argument. Mr,

told by Mr. Gifford that it was an in- 
sult to the young ladies in the house 
Mr. 
Adams 
said 
he had 
re- 
ceived more requests to vote for this 
bill 
than

and each 
request 
asked for a blessing to go with the vote. 
He thought the legislature in need of 
blessing and he voted accordingly. A. 
R. Conkling, Mr. Coyle and Mr. Deyore 
were 
constitutionally 
opposed and 
voted against the bill. 
Mr. LaGrange 
said that there was nothing that would 
alleniate husband and wife more surely 
than politics; it would make home less 
like Heaven and more like the other 
place, and he voted no. Mr Quigley 
thought that woman was too good to 
vote. 
Mr. Kennedy said that for the 
first 
time he had met the lobby 
on 
this 
bill, and he had prom- 
ised the people 
outside 
to give 
this bill his unqualified support, which 
he does fully, for he believed it was a 
step in the 
right 
direction. Mr. 
Husted said the ablest statesmen the 
world ever saw, and the bravest people 
in the world were women. 
Mr. Smith 
said he was willing to share his privi- 
lege with his wife and stay at home 
half a day and tend the baby while she 
went to vote. 
M. P. J. Ryan said he 
believed it would elevate American 
politics. 
Mr. Strahn said-that for fifty 
years a woman had ruled the greatest 
empire in the world; he believed in 
giving 
equal 
rights to American 
women. 
Mr. Webster said that when 
women came here with a request they 
should be listened to with a chivalric 
spirit. 
He could not give woman the 
suffrage, but so far as he could, he 
would accede to her wishes, and cheer- 
fully voted for the bill. 
Later when 
Mr. Wissig, a member, made a speech 
full of double meaning, Mr. Wassert 
arose and indignantly demanded that 
all allusions thereto should be ex- 
pugned from the record. 
This waa. 
carried. 
Soon after the bill passed, 
sixty-nine to thirty-four. In the senate 
today a bill was passed fixing the 
wages in New York city for laborers at 
$2 per day. 


FROM PAGE TO SENATOR. 


Arthur P. Gorman, of Maryland, an 
Eminent Political I<eader. 


The senior United States senator 
from Maryland, who is often named as 
a possible candidate for the presidency, 
is a native of that state. 
He was born 
in March, 1839. His first acquaintance 
with the senate was as page, to which 
office he was appointed in 1852. In 
1866, when he left the service of the 
senate, he was acting as postmaster. He 
was collector of internal revenue from 
1866 until 1869. 
This same year, after 
being a few months out of public life, 
he was elected to the Maryland house 
of delegates. 
He was re-elected in 1871 
and was speaker during the ensuing 
session. 
Mr. Gorman was elected pres- 
ident of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio 
Canal company in June, 1872. 
Three 
years after he was elected to the Mary- 
land senate, and for a second term of 
four years in 1879. 
He took his seat as 
a United States senator on March 4, 
1881. 
There is no need to add that 
Gorman is a great man in the councils 
of the democratic party,—an astute and 
powerful leader.

World's Fair Commissioners Hake a 
Strong Plea for the Govern» 
ment Appropriations. 


WASHISGTON, April 15.—General St. 
Clair, Francis W. Breed, of Massachu- 
setts, and Judge Hams, of Virginia, 
members of the national commission ot 
the World's fair, were heard before the 
World's fair committee of the house 
yesterday, in support of the proposed 
loan or appropriation of $7,000,000 by 
the government in aid of the fair. Gen- 
eral St. Clair argued as to the duty and 
responsibility of the government's con- 
nection with the fair. The local cor- 
poration, he said, was responsible for 
the fifteen great departments of the ex- 
position, and were chargeable with sup- 
plying the power for machinery, light, 
heat, police and the grounds, and 
providing for the comfort of the 
public 
generally. 
There was no 
question as to the necessity of the 
appropriation as it bad been shown 
that $18,000,000 would be required be- 
fore opening the gates of the fair, in- 
stead of $10,000,000 as at first esti- 
mated. 
The bill authorizing the fair 
never contemplated having the local 
corporation raise over $10,000,000. This 
amount they had secured. The govern- 
ment should not allow the fair to be a 
failure for the use of a few million dol- 
lars. 
Mr. St. Clair spoke in the high- 
est terms of the work of the board of 
lady managers and said that every 
dollar appropriated for that work would 
be well spent. 
The exposition was not 
a Chicago fair or Illinois show, but an 
exposition of the United States. 
Both 
Mr. Breed and Judge Harris made ear- 
nest appeals for the proposed loan.

Nevertheloss it is true, 
and 
in a higher and bettor sense than that in 
which it was orifiinallv uttered. 
Years 
ago a legend somethiiis like this was told 
me: 
In a hut lived a very poor 
woman 
by the name of Misery, 
lii front of 
her 
door was a pear tree, which was her only 
resource for a livinR. 
Christ, the Lord, 
in 
poor 
garb was walkinp througVi the 
earth and no one would entertain Ilim. 
In vain He 
knocked 
at 
the 
door 
of 
pa.Iaces and of humble dwellings. 
Cold 
and 
hungry 
and insufliciently < Iad, as 
He was, none receivea Him. 
Hut 
coiti- 
ing one day to the hut of this woman, 
whose name was Misery, 
she 
received 
Him, 
and offered Him a few crusts and 
asked Him to warm Himself at the hand- 
ful of 
coals, 
and she sat up all night 
t h a t the wayfarer might have a pillow to 
rest on. 


In the morning this divine beinjj .^sked 
her as He departed what she would have 
Him do in the way of reward, and 
told 
her 
that 
He owned the universe and 
would give her what she asked. 
All she 
asked 
was that lier pear tree might be 
protected, and that the boys who 
stole 
her fruit, once climbing the tree, might 
not be able to get down without consent. 
So it was granted, and all who 
climbed 
the 
tree 
were compelled to stay there. 
After awhile Death came along and told 
the poor woman she must go with him. 
But she did not want to go, for, however 
poor one's lot is, no one wants to go with 
Death.

In that 
allegory

present 
on this Easter morning,which celebrates 
the resurrection of Christ and our com- 
ing resurrection—that one of the grand- 
est and mightiest mercies of the earth is 
our divine permission to quit i t 
Sixty- 
four 
persons every 
minute 
step off 
this planet 
Thirty million people every 
year board this 
planet. 
As a steamer 
must unload before it takes another car- 
go, and as the passengers of. a rail train 
must leave it in order to liave another 
company of passengers enter 
it, so with 
this world. 


W h a t 
would 
happen 
to an 
ocean 
steamer if a man, 
taking a 
stateroom, 
should stay in it forever? 
W h a t would 
happen to a rail train if one 
who 
pur- 
chases a ticket should 
always occupy 
the 
seat 
assigned 
him? 
And 
what 
would happen to this worid if all 
who 
came

it 
never departed from it? 
T h e grave is as much a benediction as 
the cradle. 
What sunk that ship in the 
Black Sea a few days ago? 
Too 
many 
passengers. 
What was the matter with 
that steamer on the Tliamos which, 
a 
few 
years 
ago, 
wont down with 600 
liyes. 
Too many passengers. 
Now this 
world is only a ship which was launched 
some six thousand years ago. 
It is sail- 
ing at the rate of many 
thousand 
miles 
an hour. 
It is freighted with mountains 
and cities, and has in its staterooms and 
steerage about six hundred million pas- 
sengers. 
So many are coming aboard, it 
is necessary 
that a good many disem- 
bark. 


Suppose that all the 
people that have 
lived since the days of 
Adam and 
Eve 
were still ali\e. 
What 
a cluttered 
up 
place this would bo—no elbow room—no 
place to walk—no privacy—nothing 
to 
eat or wear, or if anything were left the 
human race would, like a 
shipwrecked 
crewj have to be put on small 
rations, 
each 6f 
us having perhaps only a bis- 
cuit 
a day. 
And what chance would 
there be for the rising generations? The 
men and women who started when 
the 
world started would 
keep the modern 
people back 
and down, saying: 
" W e 
are 0,000 years old. 
IJow down. 
His- 
tory is nothing, for we are older 
than 
history." 
What a mercy for the human 
race was death! 
Within a few years you 
can get from this world all there is in it. 


Death also makes room for improved 
physical machinary. 
0-.ir bodies 
haye 
wondrous powers, but they are verj" lim- 
ited. 
There are beasts that can outrun 
us, outlift us, 
outcarry us. 
T h e 
birds 
have both the earth and air for travel, 
yet we must 
stick to 
the one. 
In this 
world, which the liuman race takes for 
its own, there are creatures of God that 
can 
far surpass 
us in 
some 
things. 
Death removes 
this 
sIowct 
and 
less 
adroit machinery 
and makes room for 
something better. 
These eyos that can 
see half a mile will be removed for those 
that can see trom world to world. These 
ears, which can hear a sound a few feet 
oEF, will be removed 
for oars that can 
hear from zone to zone. 
Those feet will 
be removed 
for 
powers 
of 
locomotion 
swifter than the reindeer's hoof or eagle's 
plume of lightning's flash. 


Then we have only iive senses, and to 
these we are shut 
up. 
Why 
only live 
senses? 
Why not 
fifty; why 
not one 
hundred; why not a thousand? 
We can 
have, and we will have 
them, 
but not 
until this present physical machinery is 
put out of the way. 
Do not think 
that 
this bodv is the best that God can do for 
us. 
God did not half try when He con- 
trived 
your 
bodily mechanism. 
Mind 
you, I believe v/ith all anatomists and 
with all physiologists and with all scien- 
tists and with tlie psalmist that "we are 
tearfully and wondorfuily made." 
Hut 
I believe and I know tliat God can and 
will get us better physical c<iuipment.

I could 
not 
breathe 
easily for over- 
mastering emotion as I walked down the 
four crumbling slops till wecameabreast 
of the niche in which I think Christ was 
buried.

of Heaven

This incidoiit lias (.nice 
more started tho discnssioii as to libel 
laws, and they are found to bo iu even 
worse confusion than cv(>r. 


In a similar case a fi-ioiid once con- 
doled with the late Goorgo Jones, of the 
N e w York Times, who replied: "Oh, is 
that all? 
W h y there aro only six suits 
now pending against The Times. 
This 
is a bad year for "oin. 
I've been in the 
ne^vspaper business thirty-five years and 
have always had from four to sixteen 
libel suits on hand and Ifiivo never yet 
paid one cent dainagcs." Mr. Matthews, 
of the Buffalo Expi-ess, gave 
similar 
testimony. 
Out of a dozen heav}" suits 
btit one went against him, and in that 
case tho verdict was for if1,000. 


Other iiapers havo not been so for- 
tunate. 
The N e w York Herald paid a 
Mr. Malloy, of South Carolina, $¿0,000 
merely for m a k i n g this little statement: 
" T h e leading citizens of Edgetield think 
t h a t one Malloy, a white m a n who some 
time ago was stispectod of burning his 
own store for the purpose of obtaining 
the insurance, kindled tho fire which re- 
sulted so disastrously." 
This is the case 
in which J u d g e William J a m e s Wallace, 
of the United States.circuit court, mado 
tho remarkable decision that The Her- 
ald liad told so big and palpable a lie 
that it did no liarin! 


This is not a burlesque. 
H e r e is the 
exact language of the judge: "Tlie orig- 
inal publication, although its sensational 
character and 
flagrant 
mendacity were 
well calculated to outrage the feelings 
of tho plaintiff, was so destitute of a 
color of t r u t h that it could not sciriously 
injiu-e him iu tho e.stiination of the im- 
mediate community iu v.hich ho lived." 


To a g(jod m a n y iiorsons this sounded 
like a polite way of saying that Tho Her- 
ald (or its corrospondont) was such a 
liar tliat its word could i n j u r e no one. 
And sf'Miigoly enough, some jieoplehave 
an idea that thi.s is law. 
But it isn't. 
No m a n can take advantage of his own 
wrong, and the biggest liar in the com- 
m u n i t y is as rosiionsiblo for his words 
as a. George W^ashington. 
Tlioro's lots 
of f u n in a libel suit—for all except the 
parties—and bj- a curious but not well 
understood 
law thoy 
seem 
to run in 
groups. 
About five years ago iui article 
appeared in the Now York Jlail and Ex- 
press with thoso scare heads:

Sever.'] ye.-rs a,go The Times received 
an oL-ibcrate account of a fearful scan- 
dal 
at 
Kockford, Ills., involving one 
prominent politician and the daughter 
of another. 
Tho editor hesitated, but 
the next daj" several letters came, all in 
diiferent hand writin.gs, giving details 
as if from difforent standpoints, and so 
next morning an article appeared. Tliere 
was not a word of t r u t h in tho stor}'. 
It 
was a most 
ingenious fratid and 
t h e 
author was nover certainly discovered. 
Of tho m a n y resulting suits some Aveie 
tried five times. 
The fhial payment of 
damages was very small, but Mr. Storey 
admitted that he had paid out m a n y 
thousands of dollars in lawyers' fees and 
huntin.g evidence. 


A still more curious case convulsed an 
eastei'ii city some years ago. 
An even- 
ing paper gave a thrilling account of 
four attempts to m u r d e r a young mar- 
ried woman by connivance of her hus- 
band. 
Whon suit was brought and the 
reporter was called on for his proof, it 
was discovered that his main witness 
was in tho penitentiary at Joliet, His., 
the next in inqmrtance iu tho N e w York 
penitentiaiy at Auburn, ;ind tho third 
was a ]HiIice si'rgoa.nt, who declared he 
had told tho rejiorter no such 
thing. 
Ruin to the publishers seemed certain.

At this juncture a statesman of emi- 
nence who owed m u c h to

came to tho rescue, 
ile h:id been pub- 
lic prosecutor for years, know tho record 
of every crook and criminal in the coun- 
ty and hold in his hands the power to 
crush m a n y of tluMn.

summoned 
them ono by one to his office and

It was shown that tho plaintift's 
were of u familv of profossijnal cilmi- 
nals, ono that had been sucli for four 
generations. 
J u d g e 
and j u r y agreed 
t h a t such people could not be libeled. 
And it turned out after all that the orig- 
inal iiublication was truo, though it was 
not proved on the trial. 


Tho hist affair to interest the whole 
English speaking wiirld was that of Par- 
nell and the London Times, in which 
Parnoll won. 
Other recent and familiar 
cases are more amusing than 
serious. 
Hon. l.gnatius Donnelly sued for iJlOO,- 
000 and got six cents. 
At least nine 
times out of ten those suits end iu mtich 
tho .same way. 
Hisiorically the .subject 
is of intense interest. 
In England and 
America aliko tlie press has boon grow- 
in.g fr(>er for two centuries, and in read- 
ing tho old <-asos ono wonders how men 
could havo published pajiers at all.

lated to stir up strife, whether between 
indiviiluals or nations, and under (his 
law tho notorious Lord George Crordon.
